Hon. A. J. Balfour, in replying, said 
that the government does not question 
Spnin's right in the matter, but. in 
view of the fact that rio privateers hare 
been used in any war sines UBfi, ever 
bv the powers not acceding to the de¬ 
claration of Paris, and tin* doctrine that 
A neutral flag covered the enemy s 
goods, except contraband of war. has 
been generally accegphsl during regent 
years, it mny be doubted if Spain would 
actually resort to such measures. 

Regarding tin* latter part of Mr. Bow¬ 
les' question. Mr. Balfour . said thn* 
while fully admitting that the eventu¬ 
ality mentioned might lmv«* an import¬ 
ant bearing upon the Interest* of neu¬ 
tral countries, he did not think se¬ 
ttling could be gnlne«l by an expression 
of opinion on any hypothetical en»e.
